on Wednesday, had remuved his 
disability and was entitled to the 
seat.

The resolution to declare the seat

(Rep.), Delaware, was rejected, 62 
to 17.

“The records of that year show 
that the Leviathan continued to 
sustain heavy losses. The. total 
number of first-class eastbound pas- 
sengers for the entire summer sea- 
son of 1934 was 975, of whom 285 
had been transferred by the com- 
pany from other ships. This is an 
average on each of the five east- 
bound voyages of about 140. Fur-

STATUE IN PARK DIES 


Charles Henry Niehaus . Suc- 
cumbs at 80 at Home in 
Cliffside Park, N. J. 


Charles Henry Niehaus, noted 
sculptor and creator of the statue 
of St. Louis, which overlooks Art 
Hill in Forest Park, died Wednes- 
day at his home in Cliffside Park, 
N. J., after a brief illness, according 
to word received here. He was 80 
years old. 

Mr. Niehaus, said to have created 
more public memorials than any 
other American sculptor, was born 
in Cincinnati in 1855 and studied in 
Munich and in Rome, where he 
maintained a studio from 1881 to 
1885. 

The Forest Park statue, properly 
entitled the “Apotheosis of St. 
Louis,” and representing the patron 
saint of the city, was originally de- 
signed for use in the St. Louis 
World's Fair ig 1904. A_ plaster 
model, in the same proportions as 
the present bronze monument, was 
the most imposing of a group of 
statuary in the Plaza St. Louis, 
near the main gate of the exposi- 
tion grounds. 

The statue was later reproduced 
in bronze, at a cost of $42,285, and 
in 1906 dedicated to the city on its 


chase Exposition Co. A silhouette 
of the statue is used on the city 
flag and the figure has come to be 
representative of the city.

ERNEST R. KRGEGER TABLET 
OFFERED FOR AUDITORIUM 


_Municipal Art Commission Takes 


Proposal Under Con- 
sideration. 

A proposal! to place a bronze tab- 
let in the Municipal Auditorium 
Opera House in memory of Ernest 
R. Kroeger, St. Louis musician, 
teacher and composer who died last 
year, was taken under considera- 
tion by the Municipal Art Commis- 
sion yesterday. 

A committee headed by Edgar C., 
Taylor assured the commission in 
a letter that it could raise the 
$1600 for the memorial. Photo- 
graphs of a model of the tablet, 
by Sheila Burlingame, St. Louis 
sculptress, were shown the commis- 
sion. The tablet, measuring two 


|feet nine inches by three feet 11 
|inches, has a relief of Kroeger's 
'head in a medallion above a text 


which relates that “his service and

QUIGK PASSAGE URGED

House Committee Says Gov- 
ernment May Be Operating 
Lines if Measure Fails. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The 
Merchant Marine Committee for- 
mally advised the House yesterday 
that ship subsidy legislation should 
be approved promptly by Congress 
to prevent a possible return to 
Government ownership’ and per- 
haps operation of some ship lines.

Industries to Seek Early 
Action on Wagner Bill 
and Guffey Coal Stabili- 


zation Proposal. 


COMMERCE CLAUSE 
IS CITED AGAIN 


Administration Men Point 
to It—Opponents Con- 
tend Legislation Is Un- 
constitutional. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—It be- 

came known today that the steel, 

automobile and coal industries in- 


tend to carry the Wagner labor 
disputes bill to the courts as soon 
as the new Labor Relations Board 
it would set up hands down deci- 
sions affecting them. 

If the Guffey coal stabilization 
bill creating a so-called “Little 
NRA” for the bituminous industry 
is enacted—as Administration men 
think it will be—Southern pro 
ducers expect to have it in court 
immediately. 

While its source has not yet been 
disclosed, a test of the social se 
curity legislation is generally ex- 
pected. 

Administration Argument. 


The Administration and the 
American Federation of Labor 
place their hope for winning the 
expected Wagner and Guffey bill 
cases on a broad interpretation of 
the Constitution’s commerce clause. 


Industry generally is so tied in/| 
with the flow of goods from one | 
state to another, they contend, that 
regulation of industrial labor rela- 
tions is within Congress’ powers. 


Opponents, on the other hand, 
contend that such regulation would | 
be unconstitutional in the light of | 
Supreme Court decisions’ that 
neither mining nor manufacturing | 
in itself is part of interstate com- 
merce, 

The Wagner bill, which has 
passed both houses and now is in 
conference for agreement on 
amendments, would give the Labor 
Board wide powers, outlaw ‘“‘com- 
pany-dominated” unions and bar 
certain unfair labor practices. 

The Guffey bill would provide a 
tax on all coal mined. Operators 


complying with price-fixing and 
labor provisions would get back 99) 
per cent of their tax. 


Wagner Bill tn Conference. 


The Senate yesterday refused to 
accept amendment added to the’ 
Wagner bill by the House and sent 
the bill to conference for negotia- 
tion. 

Chairman Walsh of the Senate 
Labor Committee, who was appoint- 
ed to head the Senate conferees, 
said he would call a meeting as 
soon as the House appointed con- 
ferees. Other representatives of 
the Senate in the conference will | 
be Senators Murphy (Dem.), Iowa | 
and Murray (Dem.), Montana; Bo-| 
rah (Rep., Idaho, and La Follette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin. 

Senate friends of the measure | 
studied several changes made in| 
the bill by the House, particularly 
one providing that bargainng units 
should be under a single employer. 
The Senate bill provided for ‘‘ma- 
jority rule” in determining repre- 
sentatives of employes for collec- 
tive bargaining.. The House Com- 
mittee amended this to provide 
that the labor’ relations board 
should decide whether the major- 
ity should be of “an employer unit, 
craft unit, plant unit or other unit.” 

Another Amendment. 

On the floor of the 
amendment by Representative | 
Ramspeck (Dem.), Georgia, was | 
added to this language to provide | 
that “no unit shall include the em- 
ployes of more than one employer.” 
Senate friends of the measure were 
not yet sure of effect of this 
amendment, 

Chairman Connery of the House 
Labor Committee vigorously op- 
posed the amendment on the House 
floor, contending it would have an 
adverse effect on unions which 
have contracts with an entire in- 
dustry, such as the United Mine 
Workers. 

Ramspeck argued that the pro- 
vision would prevent forcing work- 
ers into agreements when the 
workers did not want to be repre- 
sented by a union. He contended 
that the majority of employes in a 
Single plant might be controlled by 
employes in other plants. 


Fight by News Guild. 


The American Newspaper Guild 
opened a fight on a House amend- 
ment to the Wagner bill which de 
clares that nothing in the bill 
shall be construed to interfere with 
freedom of the press as guaranteed 
under the first amendment to the 
Constitution. 

President Heywood Broun and 
Vice-President Robert M. Buck of 
the Guild issued a statement in 
which they said: 

“If this amendment means only 
what it seems to say, it is silly to 
have it in the bill. But it does not. 
It is an old acquaintance that has 
bobbed up at every turn since 
editorial workers organized the 
Guild. The publishers had it at-

tached to the newspaper code to 
render that document innocuous. | 
Their purpose in tacking it on to|

A Simple Operation. 

Jelly making a very simple 
operation whether you use the old- 
fashioned method or the newer 
which calls for the use of a com- 
mercial pectin.

To Prepare Fruit. 

Wash the fruit, stem if neces- 
sary but do not remove skins, seeds 
or except in quinces Cut 
into smaller pieces of large or 
mash Add one cup of cold wa- 
ter to every 
place in a preserving kettle 
bring slowly to

the boiling point, 


crushing and mashing with a wood- 


en spoon. 

Have ready a jelly bag made of 
heavv canton flannel or muslin. 
Dip the bag in boiling 
then pour the pulp in, allowing it 
to drop without squeezing. This 
makes ideal jelly which is clear and 
beautifully colored. Turn the pulp 
back to the kettle after it has 
stopped dripping, cover with water, 
stir and bring again to the boiling 
point. This makes a second extrac- 
tion which is almost as good as the 
first The pulp remaining makes 
a good foundation for jams or but- 
ters if put through a sieve or ricer 
with the addition of some fresh 
fruit. 

Correct Lack of Acid. 

Now make corrections for lack of 
acid. Lemon or other citrus. juices 
mav be added until the mixture is 
as tart as a sour apple. Rhubarb 
may be added for acid and the ad- 
dition of a commercial pectin for 
the lack of this in fruits. 

Measure juice and boil for 10 min- 
utes in an open kettle. Never make 
more than two or three cups at a 


time. To each measure of juice add 
three-fourths measure of heated 
sugar. Heating the sugar increases 


the jellying process. Skim off im- 
purities and cook rapidly for five 
minutes. Then test for jellying by | 
placing a little in a small dish and 
cooling quickly. The coated spoon 
is another test used by experienced 


cooks. Jelly that drops in a sheet 
is just about ready. The entire 
cooking process should not take 


longer than 15 or 20 minutes. 

When jelly is ready, pour into hot 
sterilized glasses. Let stand until | 
cold and set and cover with par-| 
affin. Cover the tops, label and 
do not forget the date, and set 
away.

WHEAT CLOSES FIRM 
AFTER IRREGULAR RANGE 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 21.—With the domestic 
wheat harvest now reported as 10 days 
later than normal, wheat prices tended to 


advance much of the time today. 

Oklahoma advices in particular indicated 
uneasiness over delays in wheat harvest op- 
erations. Upturns of wheat prices were 
also attributed in considerable degree to 
stock market upturns, 

Grain prices averaged lower early today 
after a show of firmness at the outset. 

Lack of any aggressive speculative de- 
mand Was apparent, with weather develop- 
ments construed as bearish. Opening unh-

IAPANESE PUSH 
ON IN MONGOLIA: 
TIE UP TRADE 


Military Mission Set Up 
200 Miles West of Man- 
choukuan Border on Old 
Caravan Trail. 


By the Associated Press. 

KALGAN, Chahar Province, China, 
June 21.—The advance of Japanese 
influence into Chahar and Inner 
Mongolia is threatening, in the 
opinion of foreigners, to break the 
last remaining link between China 
and its former dependency of outer 
Mongolia. 

Foreign travelers, arriving from 
the North, say that a “mission” of 
12 Japanese military men has been 
established 200 miles west of the 
Manchoukuan border and directly 
on the centuries-old caravan trail 
between Kalgan and Urga, capital 
of outer Mongolia. 

The mission is reported to have 
settled in headquarters at Tsachan- 
abo, almost within sight of Wudeh, 
an advanced outpost in the Soviet- 
ized Outer Mongolia. 

Increased Japanese activity in 
Inner Mongolia has stimulated mil- 
itary preparedness in this area, and 
the population of the little frontier 
settlement has jumped from 200 to 
2000, including Mongol troops and a 
few Russian advisers. 

Restrictions against caravags 
seeking to cross, the border from 
China have become increasingly se- 
vere. 

Officers of the trading concern, 
Wostwag, which monopolizes the 
enormous caravan traffic under an 
agreement with the Outer Mongo- 
lian Government, say the future of 
this international commerce is un- 
certain. 

The acting manager here, a Ger- 
man named Fischbein, says Japan- 
ese authorities are becoming in- 
creasingly interested in his com- 
pany’s activities. 

He says 10 Japanese plain-clothes- 
men, carrying cameras, forced their 
way into the company’s Kalgan of- 
fice for no apparent reason and re- 
fused to leave until he complained 
to the Japanese Consulate.

The German Munitions Accident. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AST week we were appalled as we 
| fF read the headlines about Germany's 
tragic accident. An untold number had 
been killed and injured in an explosion 
of Germany’s vast munitions works. It is 
indeed tragic that so many innocent 
workers and their surviving families 
have to suffer thus. 

Yet one cannot help but think of the 
greater damage these tons of munitions 
would have done had they not all sud- 
denly gone up in one concentrated blast. 
Which cities would have been demolished 
by these same bombs? Who of our 
friends would have been among the suf- | 
ferers? 

These questions, of course, must re- 
main unanswered. But we do know that 
those munitions were being -manufac- 
tured for the explicit purpose of killing 
men, women and children.

THE ROOSEVELT TAX PROGRAM. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s special message to Congress on 
the subject of taxes marks his inevitable evolution 
out of fantasy into realism. The depression which 
began six years ago is still with us. It is not self- 
healing. We must therefore deal with it for what 
it is. 

Like all the rest of the world, the United States 
stands at the threshold of a new era induced by 
science and invention. Its consequence will in time 
be to lift the level of life and to liberate humankind 
from the inequalities which have afflicted us with 
unemployment and with want in the midst of plenty. 
The President says of the inherited economic power 
which has characterized the Machine Age that “it is 
as inconsistent with the ideals of this generation as 
inherited political power was inconsistent with the 
ideals of the generation which established the Gov- 
ernment.” 

The effect of science and invention is to lessen the 
labors of life and increase its leisure. Like many 
other nations, we have been trying for six years to 
tide the situation over until times get better. We 
have refused to admit that at the bottom of our 
malady is the machine which increasingly does the 
work of men. Neither the abridgment policies 
of Mr. Hoover nor those of Mr. Roosevelt have suf- 
ficed for the simple reason that they have dealt only 
with the consequences of the malady and not with 
the disease itself. Mr. Hoover thought to bring the 
country back by taking the credit of the Government 
to the relief of private business, and Mr. Roosevelt 
has elaborated upon this policy. He has gone so far 
that he has had to consider.whether state socialism 
is his design. 

His tax message puts all this phantasmagoria be- 
hind him and faces the fact. It is always difficult to 
realize that the world has changed. Their failure 
to realize it at the outset is not to the discredit of 
Messrs. Hoover and Roosevelt. Men responsible for 
government all over the world have in almost every 
instance done the same thing.

A SIGNIFICANT DECISION. 

Endeavoring to prevent abuses of the injunction in 
labor disputes, 13 states (including three this year) 
have enacted laws based on the Norris-La Guardia 
“vellow-dog” Federal act of 1932. It has been con- 
tended by such legislation’s opponents that the pro- 
visions for jury trials in contempt cases were uncon- 
stitutional. Judicial power would be destroyed, and 
the courts would lose dignity if juries passed on the 
question of contempt, it was asserted. A decision 
of great importance, in clarifying this moot point 
and in respect to the rights of workers, has recently 
been handed down by the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania, which unanimously upheld the law giving 
alleged violators of injunctions the right to trial by 
jury. 

The procedure of Judges granting an injunction, 
issuing processes against those accused of violating 
it and then determining their guilt—a chief point 
of attack by those who advocated the legislation— 
was effectively characterized by Justice George W. 
Maxey in his concurring opinion when he said: “No 
human being is ever benign enough to be intrusted 
with absolute power. Unless we have a jury trial 
in these contempt cases, one individual acts as law- 
yer, Judge and jury.” He went on to state that such 
procedure brought court processes into disrepute, im- 
paired the security of citizens and gave to one man 
law-making and law-enforcing power similar to that 
seized by dictators in a similar role of ‘saviors of the 
people.” 

Finding ample authority in the State Constitution 
for the act's regulation of the powers of courts, Jus 
tice Maxey’s opinion passed on to uphold the peo- 
ple’s right of trial by jury, as asserted in the Federal 
Constitution, and to quote the United States Supreme

THE HOLT CASE. 

After patiently ‘waiting until he reached the age of 
30 to claim the Senate seat he won at last Novem- 
ber’s election, Rush Holt of West Virginia found 
himself challenged by Senator McNary. McNary, Sen- 
ator Hastings and others say that his election is void 


because Holt was not 30 at the time. They base their | 


case upon Article I of the Constitution, which says 
that “no person shall be a Senator who shall not have 
attained the age of 30 years.” 

This language, of course, is open to debate. Does 
a man become a Senator upon election or upon ac- 
Was Mr. 
Vare of Pennsylvania a Senator? Was Frank L. 
Smith of Illinois a Senator? The right of both to 
sit was challenged, and subsequently the Senate re- 
fused definitely to admit them. 

If we examine the precedents, we find that Henry 
Clay was permitted in 1806-7 to fill out the unex- 
pired term of Senator John Adair, though he did 
not become 30 until after his term was over. The 
procedure in this case was simply that Clay's right 
to sit was not challenged. An exact parallel to the 
Holt case is found in that of John Young Brown of 
Kentucky. Brown was elected to the House in 1859 
at the age of 24. Like Holt, he made no attempt to 
sit until after his twenty-fifth birthday, when the 
House held him entitled to his seat.

Rehabilitating the Depressed Farmer

HE familiar pattern of the settlement of 
T L'nited States is being retraced. The 

impoverished farmers transported by 
the Government from the profitless acres in 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Michigan to 
Alaska will, however, be better provided 
than were the pioneers who landed from 
the Mayflower or their successors who 
reached the West in covered wagons or 
that matter, by railroad 

The Government will provide a 40-acre 
farm, a log cabin, livestock and farm equip- 
ment for each family of settlers in Matanus- 
ka Valley. The farmers will give a mortgage 
for $3000 to be paid in 30 years at an in- 
terest rate of 3 per cent. A physician, a 
dentist and nurse will look after the health 
of the colonists. Schools will be established, 
and if the first efforts succeed, ultimately 
76,000 tillable acres will be divided. 

The colonists were selected from a large 
number of applicants. Those chosen are fa- 
miliar with farm work in the harsh climate 
of the North Central United States. All 
have been on relief because they could not 
support themselves and their families at 
their old homes. 

Nobody can guarantee success for the 
Alaska colonists on the new farms be- 
stowed upon them by a well-disposed Gov- 
ernment. It is safe to guess that even 
though the land is fertile and the climate 
mild, by Alaskan standards, there will sti!! 
be difficulties to overcome. Certainly there 
will be mosquitoes to endure. Some vears 
must elapse before we shall know whether 
the experiment has succeeded or failed. 

. * > 

Nothing that the administration has un- 
dertaken in the name of the New Deal has, 
however, called forth more general approval 
than the broad effort to rehabilitate the 
rural population who for so long have been 
engaged in a fruitless struggle to wrest a 
livelihood from unfertile and wasted lands. 
We differ about many things, but very few 
Americans are hostile to the attempt to fit 
these people to maintain themselves decent- 
ly and independently. 

Harry L. Hopkins, Federal Emergency 
Relief Administrator, reported recently that 
nearly a million farm families were on the 
relief rolls. About 350,000 of these families 
lived in drouth areas. The Alaskan experi- 
ment is one of the attempts being made to 
get these farm families off the relief rolls 
by enabling them to become self-sustaining. 

Many poor and unproductive families are, 
of course, not on the relief rolls. Vast num- 
bers in the mountain regions, in the cotton 
sections of the South, and on the less fertile 
lands of the West struggle on year after 
year without surrender and without victory. 
Although they are not public charges, no- 
body seriously and intelligently concerned 
about the public welfare can ignore their 
situation. 8, ; 

The plain fact is that a very considerable 
population is living on 44°" and under con- 
ditions which preclude any considerable 
earnings. Cotton pickers in parts of the 
South cannot at any conceivable price of. 
cotton earn nearly enough_to pay for the 
basic requirements of a decent standard of 
living. 3 \ .

Land not fit for farming 
may be good enough for occasional pastur- 
age or for wild-life refuges. Moreover,. wind 
erosion, with the consequent dust storms, 
has reached the stage at which something 
fundamental must be done to correct the 
folly and neglect of past generations if good 
land is not to be injured or destroyed with 
the bad.

Up to last December, arrangements had 
been made with different states to “rehabili- 
tate’ 132,000 farm families. Preliminary 
agreements had been made for the purchase 
by the Government of many millions of 
acres in various states. The entire program 
is imperial in scope. Mr. Hopkins’ reports 
estimate that about 440,000 families will 
have to be moved. On the other hand. he 
also reported that 125,000 families on relief 
can be rehabilitated through advisory ser- 
vices with no cash outlay, and that about 
420,000 can be made self-supporting in the 
same lands they now occupy. 

To accomplish this great objective calls 
for thinking and administration of a sort 
we have not hitherto found in governments. 
No reasonable person of any class can, 
however, oppose the goal of this program. If 
the million agricultural families now sup- 
ported out of the publie treasury can be en- 
abled to care for themselves, everybody will 
be the gainer. The program. however, un- 
questionably calls for all the wisdom. all the 
ingenuity and all the character which any 
administration possesses or can suminon to 
ils assistance,

ROOSEVELT TELLS 
OF AIMS OF RURAL 
RESETTLEMENT 


President Gives Instruc- 
tions to 50 Officials Who 


Will Direct $100,000,000 


Program. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt instructed directors 
of the $100,000,000 rural resettlement 
program yesterday “to see to it” 
that the future population from 
country régions lives and grows up 
“according to adequate American 
standards.” 

“That is the task with which you 

are intrusted,” he told officials in 
Under-Secretary of Agriculture Tug- 
|well’s organization as they stood 
about his desk. 
As in the case of state relief di- 
rectors, the President directed reset- 
tlement officials that “we cannot, 
must not and will not let politics 
,enter into this work.” 


: Greets Each Official. 
| Roosevelt greeted each official as 
/he was presented by Tugwell. The 
President stressed that “on the av- 
‘erage we cannot spend more than 
$1143 for each family taken care 
, of.” 
“That makes a problem in man- 
agement,” he said. “It will chal- 
‘lenge your ingenuity and. require 
the most careful administration.”

The work you are doing lies 
particularly close to my heart. 
I go back a good many years 
to the time, in Albany, when 
we undertook what, so far as 
I know, was the first land-use 
survey. It related, in part, to 
soil but mostly to human be- 
ings and there, with the co- 
operation of the Cornell Agri- 
cultural College, we started our 
first land-use survey. I became 
intensely interested in it. 

Since that time. of course, & 
good many states have been 
working. both on the agricul- 
tural and human end of it. In 
the last two vears we have put 
the Federal Government very 
actively into the major objec- 
tives that we all seek 

I have been trying to inter- 
est people in the cities in our 
work. For the first time, I 
think. we have begun to cause 
people in the cities to realize 
that their own prosperity de- 
pends, in a very large part, on 
the prosperity of people who 
live and work outside of cities. 
All of the small communities 
of the country understand it. 
We want the people in the big 


cities as well to.understand. It 
is a national problem. that re- 
lates. in the long run, just as 


much to people who liye in ¢it- 
jes as it does to people who live 
on farms 

The practical end of the work 
applies to the rural population 
and. of course, to those people 
in cities who want to go either 
hack to the farms or farming, 
or else to those who want to 
try out something new and get 
away from city life. 


The resettlement administra-. 


tion has begun a work in which 
we all believe. You who are 
here today are entrusted with 
the duty of bringing not only 
new hope but a new program 
into the lives of a great many 


thousands of families. Their 
economic position has been 
weakened by years of  de- 


pression and by two kinds of 
attempts on their part, either 
to make a living on land that 
was unsuitable to begin with - 
where they ought never to have 


been -—- or on land that has 
been so reduced in _ fertility, 
either through  erosion- or 


through improper cropping, that 
it is impossible for them to 
make a living. 

One thing that fascinates me 
about your work is that no two 
cases are the same. Every sin- 
gle operation you conduct has 
to be viewed from the point of 
view of that case alone. For 
instance, some small financial 
help will be enough to tide over 
and put on their feet a great 
many families that have been 
hit by the depression. In other 
cases, families will have to be 
given an opportunity to move 
off the land they areonand will 
have to be provided with better 
land. In any of these cases, we 
have to establish a better rela- 
tionship between people and the 
sources of their living. 

The benefits expected from 
this work call for the taking 
and keeping of these families 
off the relief rolls. The money 
we are using cOmes within the 
objectives set by. the Congress, 
which is to put three and a 
half million people to work ata 
cost of four billion dollars. 

Secondly, as an objective and 
as a benefit we seek, we shall 
devote our land resources to 
their highest uses; not only for 
this generation but for future 
generations. We approach this 
zenuine conservation policy 
‘jth the future in mind. 

You will be expected to treat 

these problems humanly and 
yet, at the same time, with the 
highest degree of efficiency 
that the American Government 
has ever seen. That is quite a 
job. Determining the best use 
for land is a problem in itself.

You can tell them from me that 
you are not allowed to do it 
and that you are not going to 
do it. 

You are aware, as I am, that 
the country regions are the 
great reservoir from which 
much of our future population 
will come. It is our duty to see 
to it that this future population 
comes out of homes where they 
have been able to live and grow 
under proper conditions, ac- 
cording to adequate, American 
standards. That is the task with 
which you are entrusted. It is 
a fascinating job. It is some- 
thing that will last through this 
coming year under this partic- 
It is some- 
thing the results of which will 
last for many generations to 
come. That is why your re- 
sponsibility is much more than 
a one-year responsibility. 

In the course of the coming 
vear, I hope to be able to get 
around the country a bit to vis 
it and see with my own eyes 
what you have accomplished.

VER half a century ago, Henry

It always amazed 
me, and it amazes 
me still, that any | 
one can devise a) 
simple layout of 
thirty-two cards’ 
that baffles the, 
would-be solver 
for hours on end. 
But after tack- 
ling a fresh prob- 
lem, grimly determined to solve it 
in 60 seccnds flat, I would still be 
scratching my head at the end of 
60 minutes. 

The point has been taken by sub- 
sequent authcrities that problems 
are merely mental pastimes; that 
they are no help whatsoever in 
everyday bridge. I disagree. After 
I had got the hang of the thing 
and had shortened my time limit 
to 10 minutes maximum I found 
that I could execute the simpler 
equeezes and coups that came up 
during the course of rubber bridge 
play with much more accuracy and 
finesse. It may be that your mind 
does not run in those same chan- 
nels; that problems to you are but 
the idle amusements of those who 
cannot stand the rigors of the 
bridge table. I have tentatively 
planned to give a five of eight-card 
problem once every week. They 
were Cavendish’s favorites, and 
they are mine as well. But if I find
